J CHRISTMAS:

It is Christmas time again, and every- 
thing around us tells the story of the birth 
of Jesus. Greeting cards, posters, decora- 
tions, carols and celebrations all point to 
the Child in the manger. This is only 
natural, appropriate, necessary and 
good. We have to be careful, however. 
At this festive season, we should not be 
contented with seeing only a babe in a 
manger. Nor should we be satisfied with 
only a shallow sentimentality and a fleet- 
ing feeling of benevolence that seem to 
characterize the mood of a good many 
people at this season. If that is all we see 
and feel, then we have missed the real 
meaning and joy of the Christmas 
event. 

In the Gospel of John, we find one of 
the shortest and most enlightening 
Christmas stories ever written. “For God 
so loved the world that He gave His 
only begotten Son, that whoever be- 
lieves in Him should not perish, but 
have eternal life.” John 3:16. Another 
revealing reference to the Christmas 
event, though indirect, is found in the 
Apostle Paul's Second Letter to the 
Corinthians. “For you know the grace of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, that, though He 
was rich, yet for your sakes He became 
poor, that you through His poverty 
might become rich.” II Cor. 8:9 

These biblical testimonies clearly in- 
dicate that the full content of the Christ- 
mas event includes not only the fact that 
Jesus was born, but also two eternal 
truths: 


—that the Babe in the manger is no 


other person than the only begotten 
Son of God, the most precious gift 
God could give to assure our salva- 
tion and eternal life; 

that Jesus enjoyed dignity and glory 
in His pre-earthly existence, yet out 
of His infinite love, He consented to 
be born as a poor child and live a life 
of poverty and suffering and ultimate- 
ly die on a cross to save us from spiri- 
tual impoverishment°and grant us a 
life in peace with God and with our 
fellowmen. 


How important, therefore, that in and 
through the Babe in the manger, we see 
the truth of God’s love revealed in 
Christ’s life burned out in suffering and 
sacrifice for our sake. 

Our awareness of this truth, however, 
should inspire us with a fathomless sense 
of gratitude of God, and we should be 
compelled to ask, in the words of the 
Psalmist, “What shall I render to the 
Lord for all His benefits toward me?” 
Psalm 116:12. In his well-known hymn 
of thanksgiving, Joseph Addison aptly 
states, “For, Oh, Eternity’s Too Short to 
Utter All Thy Praise.” Could there be a 
way in which we can thank God ade- 
quately for giving us His only begotten 
Son? The answer to this question is evi- 
denced in the Apostle Paul’s exhorta- 
tion, “Present your bodies a living and 
holy sacrifice, acceptable to God.” 
Romans 12:2. This is a gesture of grati- 
tude we all can and should make. In 
thankful gratitude we can and should 
offer to God our body to be the dwelling 
place of His Spirit; our lips to witness 
His love; our hands to work for His 
Kingdom, and our feet to take us “into 
all the world and preach the Gospel to 
all Creation.” 

Our gratitude to Christ for what He 
did for us at Christmas, should also 
motivate us to reach out and cheerfully 
help those who are in spiritual and 
physical poverty. Christ assures that all 
such help given by us is, in fact, given to 
Him. “Inasmuch as you did it unto one 
of the least of these my brethren, you 
did it unto me.” Matt. 25:40. William

Mrs. Marie Nahigian of Belmont, Mass., the long-time 

and devoted Recording Secretary of the Association, report- 
ed on the main resolutions and actions of the Board of Di- 
rectors during the past year. In concluding her report she 
said, “To be a true Christian is to have a sense of mission 
and to transmit that feeling to others. As Christians, we are 
called upon to be missionaries. How can we identify our- 
selves as missionaries? One worthy way is to give the AMAA 
our wholehearted and deserved support.” 

The reports of the Executive Director, Dr. G.H. Chopour- 
ian, the Field Director, Mr. M.B. Janbazian, the West Coast 
Regional Director, Dr. Pepronia Merjanian, Committee 
Chairmen and Chapter delegates highlighted the main areas 
of growth in the Missions Outreach of the Association, 
which now includes over 35 different evangelistic, educa- 
tional, social service and missionary projects in 13 countries. 
The reports presented to the assembly pointed to an in- 
creasing effort, on behalf of the AMAA, to meet the growing 
neéds of the Armenian Community of North America. 

Following the committee reports, on behalf of Archie 

Cherkezian, Chairman of the Nominating Committee, Mr. 
Kevork Paravazian announced the results of the balloting of 
the election to the Board of Directors as follows: Edward 
Janjigian; John Keuhnelian, M.D.; Elida Telfeyan; Daniel 
Abdulian, M.D.: the Rev. Karl V. Avakian and Diane De- 
Mirjian, elected to serve on the 21-member Board of the 
Association as the Class of 1983. 
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The Annual Meeting was preceded by an inspiring AMAA 
Sunday Worship Service at the host church. The service 
was led by the Rev. Vartan Hartunian, Pastor of the First 
Armenian Church. The Rev. Norair Melidonian, Pastor of 
the Armenian Cilica Congregational Church, Pasadena, 
Calif., preached in Armenian and the Rev. Hartunian deliv- 
ered the main sermon in English. Preaching on the theme, 
“The Narcotic of Sanctity,” the Rev. Hartunian reflected on 
the sin of making holy of material things and in a moving 
delivery underscored the holiness of life. He concluded his 
homily by the following moving appeal: 

We must help create a civilization in which children rejoice 

because Jesus Christ loves them and is coming back to get 

them into His kingdom! That is what the AMAA is doing. 

It has emphasized the sanctity of the ignorant. the homeless, 

the sick. And in so doing, it has set an example for all of 

us. Through the AMAA we can love children as Jesus 
loved them. And we can love the needy as Jesus loved 
them. And in so loving. we can claim rightly that ‘the 

Spirit of the Lord is upon us!’ 

The 64th Annual Meeting was also marked with a banquet 
on Saturday evening, October 15, 1983 at the Nahigian 
Hall of the First Armenian Church. The banquet, a tradi- 
tional Annual Meeting-related activity, which was organized 
by the Benevolence Committee of the First Armenian Church, 
was attended by more than 200 persons, including out-of- 
state quests, ministers and past officers of the AMAA. Mr. 
Harry Dulgarian, the Treasurer of the First Armenian Church, 
acted as the Master of Ceremonies of the evening, at which 
time the President, Dr. George Bezirganian, and seven out- 
going Board members were honored with service plaques. 
The Rev. Dr. Dale Bishop, Middle Eastern Secretary of the 
United Church Board for World Ministries, was the Keynote 
Speaker of the evening. Dr. Bishop reflected on his most re- 
cent experiences in Lebanon and delivered an inspiring talk 
based on Matthew 16:13-20. He ended his message saying, 
“Beyond the Lebanon of today there is a better future, and 
part of our mission is to work together as we seek to support 
institutions that provide hope for people in Lebanon, Syria 
and, yes, even Turkey.” Special music for the evening was 
provided by Mr. David Bakamjian, cellist, and his wife, 
Gwendolyn Mok, accompanying him on the piano. 

On Friday and Saturday, October 14 and 15, the Board 
of Directors of the Association met at the First Armenian 
Church and discussed a large variety of agenda items. A 
large number of important resolutions and actions were 
taken at the two-day long Board meeting which was also at- 
tended by pastors and officers of the Armenian Evangelical 
Union of North America.

A VALIANT VETERAN SOLDIER OF THE CROSS

teen hundred and eighty three, (1983) 
marks the FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY 
OF YOUHANNA’S MINISTRY. On the 
occasion of this milestone, we are hap- 
Py to publish this tribute to him, written 
by his wife, on special request. The 
Board of Directors join his daughter, 
Grace Bynum and her husband, Dr. 
David Bynum, and their two sons, 
Travor and Evan, (2) his daughter, 
Joyce Mesrobian, and her husband, Dr. 
Armen Z. Mesrobian, and their daugh- 
ter, Donna Suzzanne; (3) his son, Haig 
Jayson Mugar, and _ his wife, Ginger 
Mugar, and their daughter, Charmion, 
and son Brandon; (4) and his devoted 
and charming wife, Ephronia, to extend 
grateful congratulations to Youhanna 
for an exemplary Ministry and sound 
stewardship of evangelism to uphold 
God’s Kingdom. 

To survive Four Brutal Massacres 
was indeed a miracle of miracles. 

In the darkest and bloodiest history of 
the Armenian nation, when more than 
one and a half million innocent Arme- 
nians, children, elderly and all, were 
taken out of their homes and driven on 
foot to the distant and cruelly hot scorch- 
ing deserts of Der Zore to be slaugh- 
tered in various, more inhuman ways 
than could be imagined, this youngster 
also with his family happened to be in 
the midst of them. 

The story of this boy’s journey to his 
miraculous deliverance from that hell on 
earth was long and arduous. His saintly 
Christian mother, Mihranoush’s inces- 
sant and most earnest prayers for his 
protection must have put all the forces 
of Heaven on alert at all times to 
watch over him. Truly, the Lord’s watch- 
ful eyes were constantly shielding him 


from all the snares of the Devil. God’s 
great plan for him was, not to die there, 
but to be saved, grow up, and destined to 
become one of His most ardent and con- 
secrated workers in His vineyard. His 
mission was to proclaim the glorious Gos- 
pel of God’s greatest love to humanity, 
manifested in the death on the cross of 
His only begotten son, Jesus Christ. 

After finishing his college (Aleppo Col- 
lege, Aleppo, Syria) studies with fine 
grades and winning the title of the athlete 
of the year for two consecutive years, he 
had to further his education to become 
a minister. This needed finances, which 
he did-not have. So, he wrote a letter to 
a wealthy great uncle of his in America 
and asked him for help. The answer came 
promptly, stating that he would gladly 
finance his total education if he was willing 
to take up medicine, law, engineering, or 
anything else he wished to study, except 
Theology. There would be not a penny of 
help to be expected from him if he chose 
Ministry. His reason for so writing was 
clear. He said he did not want him to go 
through life always wanting, always need- 
ing, and most of the time not having 
enough means to make ends meet. 

From a human point of view, the uncle 
was right. He was a successful business 
man, and all he knew and worked for in 
his life was to make money. And, alas, 
evidently he had no conception of the 
Lord’s promise, to provide and supply all 
the needs of His children, according to 
His riches in glory, by Christ Jesus. What 
a tempting situation the old Devil was pre- 
senting to this young man through this 
strange proposal. Satan surely never 
takes off from luring God’s children into 
his snare, tempting them with outwardly 
glamors for the eyes but, often inwardly, 
traps for the souls. But praise the Lord 
for His unexplainable love and devotion 
with which He fills the hearts of those who 
are His own. The blessed conviction of 
the Holy Spirit also leads and compels 
them to take up their cross and follow 
Him and in so doing, find abounding 
joy and peace. 

He wrote back and thanked his uncle 
for his kind and generous promise, and 
told him also that he could not accept his 
offer because his mind was already made 
up many years ago. It was a Divine call- 
ing from God and almost a covenant 
made between his God and Him. He 
was going to enter the Near East School 
of Theology in Beirut, Lebanon, without 
a penny, trusting in the Lord to provide 
for him.

Through great financial _ struggles, 
working in school, preaching in different 
churches at weekends, praise the Lord, 
his faith was answered, and God saw 
that his need was fulfilled throughout his 
education. In all these fifty long years in 
His service, many a time when the need 
was great and the means so limited, never 
a day have I heard from him a word of 
regret or complaint for choosing this road 
of life to live, for he trusted in the Lord 
at all times; and, therefore, God saw that 
somehow, someway our need was met.

During his ministry, the Holy Spirit 
helped him greatly to be instrumental in 
building two churches for His glory. 
One was built in Cyprus, the other was 
built in Massachusetts. Only heaven 
knows the amount and intensity of 
Prayers, Pleadings, Planning and Pains 
that went into the building of these two 
churches. Campaigning for money to 
build them was another, no easy, task. 
He went to many people to ask for con- 
tributions and even all the way to Cali- 
fornia to raise money. Who could have 
been able to count the number of those 
Church Council and Building Commit- 
tee meetings, day and night, where 
their members tried to solve the numer- 
ous arising problems from the building 
of these structures? 

The first one was built in Nicosia, the 
capital city of that beautiful Island of 
Cyprus, where he pastored for fourteen 
years. Even after so many years, it is 
still so vivid in my memory how ex- 
hilarated the whole congregation was 
on that blissful Sunday, when God’s 
glory had filled the church and the wor- 
ship service was being held for the first 
time in the new sanctuary after its com- 
pletion. Heaven’s choir surely must 
have taken time off to rest from their 
continuous songs of praises to Him on 
the throne, because the heart-pouring 
and joyous thanksgiving songs of praises 
to God sung at that unforgettable service 
was enough sacred music to fill heaven 
and earth. 

The second one, The First Armenian 
Evangelical Church, was built in Bel- 


mont, Massachusetts, a beautiful church,

THE REV. AVAK K. AVAKIAN 


The Rev. Avak Avakian 


A great man — husband, father, educator, 
minister of the Gospel, the Rev. Avak Kevork 
Avakian was called home of September 20, 
1983 after a fruitful life in the service of God 
and his fellow Armenians. 

The Rev. Avakian was born on Novem- 
ber 15, 1904 in Hassan-Beyli (Amanos), 
Cilicia. At birth, his parents dedicated him to 
the Lord by promising God that he would be 
used in His ministry. The deportation of his 
family from their hometown in 1918 resulted 
in his parents and three sisters perishing In 
the desert. The Rev. Avakian miraculously 
survived the Turkish atrocities and ended up 
at St. Paul’s College in Tarsus, where, on 
December 13, 1919, he commited himself 
to Jesus Christ. After his studies at St. Paul's, 
he attended the School of Religion in Athens 
from which he graduated in May of 1930. 

On January 1, 1932, Rev. Avakian 
married Veronica Der Boghossian, and God 
blessed their union with three daughters and 
one son. Ordained by the Armenian Evan- 
gelical Union of the Near East in October 
1950, the Rev. Avakian served the Lord ac- 
tively and faithfully for 45 years in an

He retired on August 15, 1970 as the 
pastor of the Armenian Evangelical Com- 
munities of Zahle and Shtaura in Lebanon 
and settled in Sarnia, Canada, where, along 
with his wife, he continued to serve his Lord 
while enjoying the love and affection of his 
daughter, son-in-law and grandchildren, as 
well as Armenian and local Canadian friends. 

At the Memorial Service for Rev. Avakian 
held on September 23, 1983, the Rev. 
Yessayi Sarmazian recalled, “On the night of 
October 31, 1981 when Rev. Avakian was 
taken to the emergency ward of the local 
hospital due to chest pains, the attending 
nurse asked, ‘Rev. Avak, are you afraid of 
dying?’ Rev. Avakian responded saying, J 
do not have the word fear in my vocabulary. 
Whether I live or die, Lam with my Lord and 
Savior, Jesus Christ.’ . . .Rev. Avakian was 
truly a devoted servant of his Master and a 
loyal member of the Armenian race.” 

The Rev. Mihran M. Koeroghlian, a close 
friend of Rev. Avakian, said of him: 

“I got to know Avak 54 years ago at the 
School of Religion in Athens, Greece. Pro- 
bably, he was the liveliest and breeziest stu- 
dent in the school, dispelling all gloom and 
worry with his presence wherever he might 


be. 

“Both he and his wife Veronica were SO 
happy that after a full lifetime in the service 
of the Lord and his church, they were re- 
warded with adequate creature comfort in 
the latter years of their lives. Neither of them 
had enjoyed good health in late years. Hard- 
ly ever, however, did they make mention of 
it; but always looked at the positive side of 
life and praised God for the gift of life and 
the opportunity for service. His memory will 
be an inspiration to us who still are on the 
side of God’s creation which is visible to the 
eye of the flesh. Well done, dear Avak! We'll 


see you soon!” 


ALFORD CARLETON 

Dr. Alford Carleton, a noted ecumenist, 
former missionary to the Middle East and 
close friend of the Armenian people, died on 
August 22, 1983 in Columbus, Ohio, at age 
80. 
Born in Albany, N.Y., Dr. Carleton 
graduated from Oberlin College and im- 
mediately began his career in overseas minis- 
tries as a missionary. 

Dr. Carleton held important positions in 
the missions instrumentalities of the United 
Church of Christ and the National Council of 
Churches in the U.S. He also served as a 
member of the Central Committee of the 
World Council of Churches and as a Vice 
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The Rev. Dr. Alford Carleton 


President of the United Board for Christian 
Education in Asia. 

Dr. Carleton’s connection with the Ar- 
menians began with his arrival in Aleppo in 
1925 as a missionary of the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions 
(ABCFM). Making himself a part of the Ar- 
menian Evangelical community, he first 
served as a missionary-teacher and later as 
the Director of Aleppo College. In one of his 
letters addressed to the Executive Director of 
the AMAA, Dr. Carleton wrote, “I got im- 
mense inspiration from the great group of 
Armenian leaders, pastors, doctors and 
teachers with whom I was in steady contact.” 
He always spoke with deep respect and ad- 
miration about the Armenian Evangelical 
Church, which he called the first “native 
church.” 

Dr. David Stowe, the Executive Vice Pres- 
ident of the United Church Board for World 
Ministries, commented in part on Dr. Carle- 
ton, “I know of no one for whom Jesus 
Christ — not as a theological symbol but as a 
living person — was more real, more decisive 
more life-determining, more life-giving.” 

One of Dr. Carleton’s former students, the 
Rev. Mihran M. Koeroghlian of Redlands, 
Calif. wrote, “The sad news carried me back 

in my mind’s eye over a half century and 
across many thousands of miles to Aleppo 
College where I was admitted in 1926 as one 
of the first freshmen, and he was one of the 
first teachers. I kept in touch with Dr. Carle- 
ton through all these tempestuous fifty-seven 
years. In spite of his heavy schedule both on 
active duty in the mission fields and after his 
retirement he remembered us with other 
one-time students and friends whose num- 


ber must have been enormous. 

“Dr. Carleton was one of those faithful 
servants who heard the call, ‘Whom shall | 
send; who will go for me?’ and answered it 
saying, ‘Here am I; send me.’ He also heard 
the final call, ‘Come ye blessed of my Father, 
inherit the Kingdom prepared for you from 
the foundation of the world.’” 

Dr. G.H. Chopourian, a close friend of 
Alford Carleton, in a telegram sent to Mrs. 
Carleton on behalf of the AMAA Board of 
Directors, in addition to conveying condol- 
ences, stated: 

“Many of us in the Armenian community 
were touched and influenced by Dr. Carle- 
ton’s enthusiasm and zeal for the perfect life 
in Christ and his fruitful educational efforts in 
the Middle East. With his Passing, we have 
the distinct apprehension that we shall see 

the end of an era of missionary statesman- 
ship in the region. 
“We shall miss his close identification with 
our people but shall forever cherish his time- 
ly helpfulness to a helpless exile Armenian 


Population in one of the saddest periods of 
their history.” 


LAURA F. KAPRIELIAN 

Laura Foster Kaprielian, widow of Michael 
Gaspar Kaprielian, passed away in Fresno 
on July 12, 1983 at the age of 87. 

Born in Aintab, she later settled in Fresno, 
California. Her father, the late Rev. Dr. 
M.G. Papazian, was Pastor of Fresno’s Pil- 
grim Armenian Congregational Church for 
twenty-five years. She was a member of the 
Church and long active in the Sunday 
School, Choir, Ladies’ Aid and had served 
as a Deaconess. 

Surviving are Mrs. Kaprielian’s two sons, 
Roy Michael and Elmer Foster; a daughter, 
Helena Mary; five grandchildren; three great- 


granddaughters; two nieces and two 
nephews. 


ROSE CHILINGARIAN DAVIDIAN

Gladys Boghossian was born to Dr. Arme- 
nak and Mrs. Rebecca Markarian of Adana, 
Turkey, in 1896.

DECEMBER: THE PERFECT TIME TO MAKE A GIET 


December is the month when we take 
time out to review our financial situation 
and compare our last year’s earnings 
and expenses to find out where we stand. 

Then too, December is a good time to 
consider our year-end giving to charita- 
ble organizations. A gift given before 
December 31st qualifies for immediate 
benefits and may save hundreds of dol- 
lars on our taxable income. Further- 
more, in many cases, through our year- 
end giving, we may be able to give more 
thus helping ourselves and our favorite 
charity. 

Below is an explanation about the tax 
benefits involved in giving securities 

(bonds, stocks, mutual funds) before 
December 31st. 


STOCKS GAINING POPULARITY 
AS GIFTS 

Statistics show that more than 33 mil- 
lion Americans own securities. Maybe 
this is why more and more people are 
preferring to donate stocks or bonds in- 
stead of cash to charitable organizations. 

The fact that perfectly good stocks or 
bonds are donated puzzles many people. 
Why donate a stock with a great per- 
formance record and growth potential? 
The answer, interestingly enough, is 
that people donate such a stock because 
the stock has increased in value so 
much that they “cannot afford” to sell it, 
for tax considerations. 


INCREASE IN VALUE OF STOCKS 
CREATES A DILEMMA 

Of course, people can always sell a 
stock that has grown and enjoy their 
profit. But other people will be in a tax 
bracket where the big increase in their 
stock value leaves them in a dilemma. If 


OF SECURITIES 


they sell their stocks, a substantial part 
of the capital gain will go to Uncle Sam. 
So they hold onto it and wonder what 
to do. Stock brokers describe such per- 
sons owning stocks with large capital 
appreciation as being “locked in”. One 
of the most popular and favorable ways 
of solving a “locked in” problem is giving 
stocks as outright gifts to charitable or- 
ganizations and receive a substantial tax 
benefit. Of course, it doesn’t make sense 
to give merely to avoid paying taxes. But 
when you have a strong motivation to 
give regardless~of tax considerations, 
then the “successful” stock is a wonder- 
ful way to give more at less cost. Such 
giving avoids paying taxes on the capital 
gain and gives you the benefit of deduc- 
ting the entire sale proceeds as a chari- 
table contribution. This helps reduce 
your overall taxes. 


DECEMBER IS THE PERFECT 
TIME FOR GIFTS OF STOCKS 
Understandably enough, many of the 
gifts of stocks are given near the end of 
the year. Most people file their taxes on 
a calendar-year basis and not until De- 
cember do they know how the year is 
going to come out for them financially. 
So they sit down and figure out their 
financial status even though they will 
not pay their taxes until April 15. They 
figure out their financial status, how- 
ever, while there is still time to do some- 
thing about it. They estimate their taxes 
and often discover that they can make 
additional charitable gifts that will cost 
them less if given in December than in 
January. The gifts in stocks given before 
the end of the calendar year cut taxes in 
two ways: They make the increase of 
value irrelevant, and they provide a 


considerable deduction as a charitable 
gift. 


SHOULD YOU GIVE OUTRIGHT 
STOCKS OR SELL AND GIVE 
CASH? 

If your stocks have increased in value, 
you should give the stocks and let the 
receiving institution sell them. If you sell 
your stocks and then give the proceeds, 
you get to deduct the money gift as a 
charitable contribution, but you have 
to pay taxes on the increased value 
of your stock. 


HOW TO GIVE STOCKS 

If your stock is worth less than the 
original cost, ask your broker to sell it 
and give the proceeds to your preferred 
charity. If the stock is worth more than 
the original cost, then transfer the stock 
to the organization and get a receipt for 
the shares you transfer. Follow these 
procedures: 

1. Ask your broker to transfer the 
stock certificate into the name of an 
organization. 

2. Complete the stock certificate on 
the reverse side, sign it exactly as your 
name appears on the face of the stock 
certificate — sign in the presence of your 
broker or banker. 

3. Or, send unsigned stock certificate 
in one envelope and send an “assign- 
ment” form signed by you in the pre- 
sence of your broker or banker. Mail this 
“assignment” form in another envelope. 

4. Or, write to your preferred charity 
for any help you may need in transfer- 
ring stock. 

5. Above all, make sure your stock 
certificate reaches the offices of your 
preferred charity no later than Decem- 
ber 31; 1983. 
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
